And here a copy of article that Burt Siegel, WN9ZRQ sent in. = An 
illustration of the extent to which things are changing all the time == © 
is development of a new type of magnet--A magnet containing no metal. 
Up to now, every magnet in history was made of metal and contained at ~ 
least a small quantity of nickel, cobalt, tungsten, chromium or other ©

Now magnets are made entirely of clay-li'e ceramics. The ingredients 
are gound into powder and then fused together, as in powder metall- 
urgy. There is no ihherent magnetism in the elements used, but the 
mixture will take an electric charve.
